Waldheim Is Nommated as Thant’s Successor 
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UNITED NATIONS. Dec. 21 
I Reuters). —Kurt Waldheim of 
Austria was nominated by the 
Security Council today to become 
the fourth secretary- general of 
the United Nations. 

Mr. Waldheim was nominated 
by an 11-1 vote, with three ab- 
stentions. 

Mr. Waldheim, 53 today, had 
led la the race from the start of 
balloting last Friday, but had 
been vetoed until now. 

He is expected to be appointed 
by the General Assembly to suc- 


ceed Secretary-General U Thant, 
whose term expires at the end or 
the year. 

Tile breakthrough came sud- 
denly at today’s third executive 
session on the question. Delegates 
had gone Into the meeting pes- 
simistic about the outcome and 
fearing a Chinese veto of the 
Austrian diplomat. 

His country's UN ambassador, 
he was formerly Its foreign min- 
ister. He was narrowly defeated

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UNITED NATIONS, N.Y.. Dec. 
21 i DPI ) .—The General Assembly 
voted 94 to S. with 22 abstentions, 
last night to reject the proposals 
for a settlement between Britain 
and Rhodesia. 

Australia, France. Luxembourg, 
the Netherlands, New Zealand, 
Portugal. South Africa and Brit- 
ain voted no as the A fro- Asian 
majority in the United Nations 
rebuffed ilie proposals. 

The assembly said It "rejects 
the proposals for a settlement 
agreed upon by Britain and the 
racist minority regime in Salis- 
bury as constituting a fla grant 
violation or the inalienable rights 
oi the African people of Zim-

The name Zimbabwe is the 
African term for Rhodesia.

Italian Christian Democrats 
Replace Fanfani With Leone 


ROME. Dec. 21 tUPIi .—The 
governing Christian Democrats 
switched presidential candidates 
today in a new and perhaps final 
effort to end a 13-day deadlock 
over the Italian presidency. 

The party dropped former Pre- 
mier Amintore Fanfani and re- 
placed him with Giovanni Leone, 
a genial, 63-year-old Neapolitan 
lawyer, senator and former pre- 
mier. 

The move came after days of 
deadlock between Roman Catho- 
lic and Marxist forces and a few 
hours after 1.008 members of the 
electoral assembly failed for tee 
19th time since Dec. 9 to elect 
the country’s sixth postwar chief 
of state. 

The Christian Democrats again 
abstained on the 20th ballot at 
7 pan. tonight. 

They sold that they would nnt 
vote pending a round of t / j 
with other political parties ip 
assess Mr. Leone's chances of 
winning. 

But other political sources rated 
Mr. Leone’s chances as excellent • 


and noted that he has few po- 
litical enemies whereas Mr. Fan- 
fani had many. 

The Communist party, second 
in size only to the Christian 
Democrats, said that it would not 
vote for Mr. Leone. 

The Christian Democratic de- 
cision was dictated by the fact 
that Mr. Fanfani never obtained 
more than 393 votes, while 505 
are required to win. 

Mr. Leone, who served as a 
caretaker premier in 1963 and 
1968 during two bitter political 
crises, led for 15 of the 31 ballots 
to the 1961 presidential election 
before bowing to Giuseppe Sa- 
ragat. 

Mr. Sara gat was elected on the 
21st ballot after a record 13 days 
of balloting. 

It took the Christian Demo- 
crats more than three hours to 
choose Mr. Leone. He was a 
member of the Chamber of Depu- 
ties from 1948 to 1967, when Mr. 
Soragat appointed him a senator 
for life. 
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Glimpses of the Indian-Pakistani War: A Reporter’s Notebook

CALCUTTA, Dec. 21 <NYT>.— 
Jottings from the notebook of a 
correspondent who covered the 
Indian Army in the 15 days of 
the war with Pakistan: 

The army public relations of- 
fice arranges a trip into w«uet 
Pakistan for Mime newsmen. It 
takes five hours to drive to the 
war over bad roads. We arrive 
In TTtTmTf, a wmait, dusty village 
about three mfles Inside, which 
was taken by the army on the 
first night of the war. 

Nothing to see except empty 
Pa k i s ta ni bunkers and discarded 
ammunition boxes until an In- 
dian soldier standing about 100 
yards away starts yelling "Hands 
up” at us. 

We think he's joking but put 
our h a n ds up anyway. He keeps 
yelling and walking forward and 
pointing his 5 ten gun at us. I 
grow uneasy. He looks drunk 
Some photographers start taking 
pictures of him and this enrages 
him. He walks faster toward us. 
gets within 26 yards and cocks 
the Sten gun. Our escort officer 
a major, yells "Stop, stop.” 

The soldier drops to one knee 
and aims the gun at us. We 
scatter and hit the dirt. The 
xnaior, screaming at the soldier 
rushes forward and pulls the bar- 
rel down. The crisis is over and 
the soldier Is led away. This is 
not the action we came for. 


We go to another liberated hwn 
nearby, Darsana. Lt. CoL BhnpaZ 
Singh tells us about the battle 
there and shows us his battle 
scar— a graze at the base of bis 
spine. As the television cameras 
grind, he turns his back, bends 
over and pulls up his shirt to 
show a small plaster. He stays 
In that position until the televi- 
sion people ten him they’ve got 
enough film of his back. 

At the deserted railway depot 
the lest entry in the station- 
master’s book is for the morning 
of March 26— the morning after 
the Pakistani reign of terror be- 
gan. 

A crippled old man, w»wim 
Hussein Mia, hobbles onto the 
station platform. He says he 
has been in hiding for nine 
months near the town because, 
unl<ke the other residents, be 
could not flee fast enough to get 
to Tndia when the Pakistani 
sobers came. 

We return to Col. Singh’s head- 
er” - '""S for further briefing. He 
gets fed up with newsmen asking 
quer^cns and wandering aro und 
on their own. so he o rd e rs the 
troons in some nearby emplace- 
ments to fire a few rounds to 
scare us and us leave. They 
start firing. The television crews 
swarm to the emplacements to 
take pictures of the firing. "Please 
control these fellows” the colonel 
yens at our escort officer. The 
officer is equally exasperated. 
*T told you not to let them go 
there,” he replies. "You let topm 
go and now you tell zne to con- 
trol them.” 

As we leave, the escort officer 
is mumbling to himself: "Sighting 
the press is worse than fighting 
the war.”

We head for a village about 15 
miles away, Suadih, where a bat- 
tle has Just ended. It is still 
burning when we get there, the 
mud huts knocked down a n fl r.hw 
thatch roofs set ablaze when En- 
dian artillery tried to flush out 
the Pakistanis who had retreated 
there. Silent villagers carry water 
from the village pond and pour it 
on the flames. An old m»i weeps 
uncontrollably. 

In a field a few hundred yards 
away, 22 Pakistani soldiers lie 
dead in their bunkers— some In 
positions of repose, others broken 
and twisted grotesquely by the 
artillery bursts. One bunker is 
caved In — a burial mound with 
two hooted feet protruding. 

In Calcutta, when we get back 
that night, Hrpo’s Restaurant Is 
holding “An evening with Mina 
Calcutta 1971.” She was chosen 
in a contest the night before. 

Calcutta is disturbed only su- 
perficially by the war. The 
blackout annoys some people and 
buses bear placards with slogans 
such as: "Don't panic or listen 
to rumors" and "Be united against 
the enemy” But the crowds of 
Sunday strollers are as large as 
ever, as are the armies of beg- 
gars.

A couple of days later, a trip 
to Jessore, whose people are 
celebrating their first full day 
of liberation. On the 80-mHe 
drive from Calcutta, village 
crowds come out to cheer us 
and touch our hands. 

Alm ost no young women can 
be seen. 

Some fields are unsown, others 
overgrown with uncut sugar case. 
The big road bridge at Jhikar- 
gacha. over the .Kabathald River, 
is blown — the Pakistanis’ last act 
before- retreating to Jessore. 

We cross the river on small 
boats a a the army gore about 
building a pontoon bridge with 
the help of hundreds of eager 
villagers. On the • other side, 
small Bangladesh flags -are sel- 
ling for 75 palse in Tnrttim 
money, or about IQ cents. On 
our arrival, the price goes up 
to a rupee, or about 13 cents. 

. The countryside is not badly 
scarred by the war, except where 
set battles took place, and even 
there the debris does not remain 
lor long. Villagers strip the 
Pakistani bunkers for b uilding 
materials— wooden beams and 
corrugated metal sheets. They 
aim strip the occasional burned- 


out P akistani vehicles. The next 
rains will blur any remaining 
scare. 

Squads of guerrDHas of the 
Mukti Tfohtni march or bicycle 
down the road, their faces 
serious- They are not being 
used much In the front li nes , 
but It was they who harassed 
demoralized. Pakistani 
troops they are determined 
not to let their dignity or morale 
slip. 

We enter Jessore and drive to 
tile military cantonment No 
sign of fighting here. The big 
battle was fought north of the 
dty. Ma J, Gen. Dalbir Singh. 

commander of t.vip Ninth Divi- 
sion «-»d a very round and hefty 
man, gives a briefing at which 
he says the Jessore troops are 
retreating down the road to 
Khulna. ‘They’ll surrender or 
otherwise well destroy them. 


Tm endowed with a gentle na- 
ture."

We start back. Driving through 
Jessore qgnTi, we see enraptured 
crowds of Bengalis hall an ln- 
of smiling Indian 
fa- oops. The Bengalis cheer and 
owhwwi and Wss their liberators. 
A bus drives by, full of jubilant 
Muktl Tfahhu. some of them danc- 
ing on the roof. Their guns poke 
out of every window, so the bus 
looks like a rolling pincushion.

Mrs. Gandhi Cautions India 


To Stay Vigilant, Disciplined

NEW DELHI, Dec. 2D— Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi today 
appealed to the 550 million In- 
dians to remain firm and disci- 
plined because "I do not know 
If the' war Is over or not” Her 
statement was delivered to the 
large crowd that gathers daily at 
her New Delhi ho me for an 
"audience,” and It echoed com- 
ments by other Indian officials 
that the “Inauguration speech" of 
Pakistan's new president, Zulfi- 
fcar All Bhutto, last night was 
belligerent in tone. 

Later today, Mrs. Gandhi asked 
her National Hanning commis- 
sion to develop a "new strategy of 
self-reliance" to free India from 
dependence on foreign aid, espe- 
cially from ujS. assistance, which 
was suspended during the two- 
week Tndia-Pakistan war that 
ended Friday. 

She told the commission that 
mala was committed to what 
India calls the new nation of 
Bangladesh, which was created 
out of Bast Pakistan by India's 
military triumph there. 

Declaring that the amount of 
Bangladesh’s aid needs was still 
unkn own, the prime minister 
said: “Whatever the exact quan- 
tum of assistance, we must not be 
alarmed by the burden that win 
be imposed on our economy.” 
Observers have estimated that 
India may have to give Bangla- 
desh as much as a quarter of the 
funds it sorely needs for its own 
development budget. 


$10 Billion In Aid 


Discussing the U-S. suspension 
of its aid to India, which amount- 
ed to about half the foreign as- 
sistance received annually by New 
Delhi and had totaled $io billion 
since 1961, MTs. Gandhi told the 
planning commission: "External 
assistance has been seen to work 
as an instrument in the hands 
of foreign governments to be used 
at crltdal times to the disad- 
vantage of the recipient coun- 
try” 

Her own country's aid to 
Bangladesh, other Indian offi- 
cials stressed, would be given 
without unsolicited Indian par- 
ticipator! in the new nation’s ad- 
ministration. However, a top In- 
dian expert on foreign affaire has 

been assigned to Dacca, the 
Bangladesh Capital, to give coun- 
sel as requested.

The Indian Army today began 
moving Pakistani troops from 
Bangladesh to India, for safe- 
keeping pending repatriation 
negotiations.

We leave immediately in three 
jeeps and a truck, ir numhi g into 
Bart Pakistan at Kasha, where 
buildings with gaping holes, bear 
witness to a fierce battle. 

One jeep spu t t ers to a rtop. 
Another has a flat tire. We 
double up and push on, reaching 
57th Division headquarters at-' 
Brahmanbaria after dark and 
miming by half an honr the river 
steamer that was to take us down 
the Megbna River to : Naratagdi. 

On Dec. 15 our boat leaves 
Brahmanbaria, pushing a pontoon 
raft carrying two 53-inch artil- 
lery pieces. The Indian troops 
on the riverbank down and pore 
for pictures. 

After a long-delayed trip by 
road to brigade headquarters at 
Bhulta, about nine miles- from 
Dacca, we spend the night in a 
prosperous farming village Of 300 
called Bhafla. The mosquitoes 
ore large.

On Dec. 16. toe artillery fire 
grows heavy at 5:15 aun. The 
Villagers serve us— oh china 
and glassware that must have 
been dug out of someone’s trunk 
—a superior breakfast of flat 
wheat bread, beef and chicken 
curry , hard-boiled eggs and tea. 
The Village gathers to watch us 
eat 

We are greeted at the head- 
quarters of the 4to Battalion, 
Brigade of Guards, by toe com- 
mander, Lt. CoL Himmeth Singh. 
Sitting in a haystack, a map on 
his lap, he orders tea far us and 
then lays out the battle plan. 
He hasn't shaved since toe war 
began and says that, as a lucky 
charm, he won’t until its over. 

At 9:12 ajtn. toe colonels 75-mm. 
mountain guns began hangin g 
away at Pakistani positions across 
the iAkhya River.- We walk 
down to watch. Villagers have 
gathered to watch too. Maj. 
mb Dhfilan, an artillery officer, 
says he wants to “Screw there 
bastards because they committed 
genocide.” 

The battery of six guns fires 
far about an hour, to toe ap- 
plause of toe villagers. We retire 
to the shade for tea and hard- 
boiled eggs. For us this has been 
a war with a lot of time out for 

refreshments. 

The Pakistanis finally heed toe 
surrender and toe brigade U 
pulling up and moving toward 
Dacca In an exhilarating march of 
triumph. Scares of Jubilant Ben- 
galis -narch along with their 

heroes. I hitch a ride part way 
on a tank. 

After toe chaotic surrender 
ceremony to Dacca, small-arms 
fire punctuates the night. People 
are taking revenge on toe collab- 
orators and same of the collabo- 
rators are firing back. 

We hitch our final rides— first 
on a helicptor to Agart&la and 
from there on a plane to Cal- 
cutta. The helicopters whirring 
behind us in the night look like 
giant fireflies. 

In Calcutta, on our return, In- 
dian Bengalis are celebrating toe 
birth of Bangladesh with fire- 
works and brass bands.

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WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.— A 
poster an sale to New York these 
days shows a amftfag President 
Nixon, arms outstretched to gather 
in votes, over the caption:

Made to Drink 
Preservative 

l DEP’ Widely Used 
In Wine, Draft Beer

NEW YORK. Dec. 21 CNYT>.- 
An “ideal” food preservative, be- 
lieved to be widely used to wines, 
draft beer and noncarbanated 
fruit drinks, has been found to 
produce a cancer-causing chemi- 
cal in several of the beverages m 
which it Is used. 

The preservative is diethyl py- 
rocarbonate lDEP for short!. con- 
. sidered “Ideal” because it decom- 
poses quickly and virtually disap- 
pears within 24 hour* from the 
foods to which It has been 
added. Hence, the Food and 
Drug Administration does not 
require that it be listed on the 
label ol foods to which it is 
used. 

However, two Swedish research- 
ers have found that before DEP 
disappears, it can react with 
ammonia to the beverages to 
produce tbe chemical urethan. a 
well-known cancer-causing sub- 
stance. Once formed to the bever- 
age. urethan stays there. A 
report of tlie Swedish finding is 
published to the current Issue ol 
the American journal Science. 

Leffel Ramsey, an official in 
the Food and Drug Administra- 
tion's Bureau of Foods, said yes- 
terday that the agency's scientists 
. were conducting an industry 
survey— not yet completed— to 
determine how widely DEF is 
being used here and were con- 
ducting experiments to an at- 
tempt to confirm the Swedish 
results. 

He added that if the Swedish 
finding were confirmed, it would 
mean an immediate ban on tbe 
use of DEP. 

Mr. Ramsey said that DEP was 
discovered by German scientists 
and Is manufactured under the 
trade name Baycovin by the 
Bayer Co. in Germany. Bayern 
New York division said it knew 
nothing of its distribution in this 
country. 

However, Mr. Ramsey said that 
DEP was introduced here to 1965 
as a fermentation inhibitor in 
still (nonbubbling) wines to pre- 
vent the formation of vinegar. 
Since then. DEP has been approv- 
ed for use here to “malt liquors 
and beer and certain noncarban- 
ated soft drinks and fruit-based 
beverages,” the FDA official said. 

He added that DEP would not 
be used in canned or bottled 
beer, which is pasteurized and 
hence would not need a preser- 
vative. 

The Swedish studies were con- 
ducted by G. Lofroth and T. 
GejvaU of the radiobiology divi- 
sion of the university of Stock- 
holm. They said that there was 
“inadequate information on ure- 
than concentrations in DEP- 
treated beverages.’* all of which 
are likely to contain ammonia.

They are members of a sect 
calling Itself “the black Hebrew 
Israelite nation.”

German Police Put Kidnappers 
On the Telephone for All to Hear 

E SSE N , Dec. 21 (APi. — West Germans by the thousands 
availed themselves today of the chance to dial a kidnapper. 
Authorities hope the unusual manhunting technique will lead 
them to tbe abductors of a multimillionaire. 

By dialing special telephone numbers in eight cities, 
callers could hear a two-minute tape recording of two voices 
believed to be those of the kidnappers of Theo Albrecht. 
Mr. Albrecht. 49. owner of a chain of supermarkets, was re- 
leased last Thursday after his family paid seven million marks 
ransom. 

The telephone numbers were published on the front page 
of Bird Zeitung. West Germany's largest daily newspaper. 

The tape was put together from various intercepted tele- 
phone conversations the kidnappers held with members of 
Mr. Albrecht's family after the businessman's abduction Nov. 29. 

The Essen district attorney, who provided the tapes, asked 
that anyone recognizing the voices immediately call tbe near- 
est police station. 

Tbe special 12-hour-long telephone service began at 8 
and withto minutes the lines became jammed with calls. A 
Bild Zeitung spokesman to Hamburg estimated that an aver- 
age of 250 persons dialed each of the numbers every hour.

As a jafmtii step in thig direc- 
tion Switzerland recently decided 
to accept full membership in tbe 
United Nations Economic Com- 
mission for Europe, whose head- 
quarters is in Geneva. 

West Germany, which also is 
not a member of the United Na- 
tions, has been a member of the 
commission far years, but Swit- 
zerland had participated until 
now only as an associate member.

Since the Swiss could not be 
certain of tbe acceptance of such 
a reservation this has kept the 
question of UN membership on 
the shelf.

Cairo Rejects 
New Contacts 
On Canal Plan 

Puts All Peace Hopes 
On Jarring Mission

CAIRO, Dec. 21 (NYT).— Tho 
Egyptian government’s press 
spokesman appeared tonight to 
throw cold water on ambitions 
of the United States to resume 
contacts with Cairo toward an 
interim arrangement Sox reopen- 
ing the Suez Canal. 

Tbe spokesman, Tahsto Bashir, 
who summoned newsmen for a 
rare briefing on official views, 
read a statement denying what 
be said were recent press reports 
suggesting that contacts had been 
resumed to discuss aspects of an 
accord for reopening the canal. 

“There is no to these 

stories,” Mr. Bashir said. 

The spokesman emphasized that 
Egypt was putting its hopes for 
progress toward a settlement of 
the conflict with Israel on efforts 
to be resumed by Gunnar V, 
Jarring, the United Nations in- 
termediary, under the recently 
adopted resolution of the General 
Assembly. 

At the same time. Mr. Bashir 
indicated that the revival of the 
Jarring mission would defer any 
contemplated Egyptian military 
action beyond the Dec. 31 dead- 
line stipulated by President 
Anwar Sadat for a breakthrough 
to a peaceful settlement. 

Mr. Bashir noted that Mr. Jar- 
ring, the Swedish Ambassador to 
Moscow, was expected to under- 
take his mission sometime next 
month, and added that Egypt 
would give him a “reasonable" 
length of time to strive for a 
peaceful withdrawal of Israeli 
forces from occupied Egyptian 
territory. 

In his statement tonight, the 
Egyptian spokesman implied that 
Cairo was prepared to follow a 
course toward a political' settle- 
ment for some time yet. 


Dayan Urges Talks 

JERUSALEM. Dec. 21 (UPI). — 
Defense Minister Moshe Dayan 
urged Egypt tonight to join 
Israel to peace negotiations “be- 
tween equals” before an outbreak 
of fighting ruins the chance. 

“I do not know a better hour 
than this for negotiations, an 
hour that must be used." Gen. 
Dayan said, noting that Egypt 
has but 10 days left in President 
Anwar Sadat's so-called year of 
decision. - 

“When I say negotiations. 1 
don't . mean dictates. 1 mean 
negotiations between equals . .. 
Peace is not reachable by black- 
mail. only through dialogue,” Gen. 
Dayan said.

In that duals of the half-gods, when World 
War H was exploding to its conclusion, 
American publicists began to speak of the 
“American century” which was to dawn on a 
shattered world. The United States had in- 
finitely the most powerful Navy, the 
strongest long-range Air Force, a first-rate 
Army led by highly competent commanders 
and a monopoly on atomic weapons. Eco- 
nomically , its factories and fields were not 
only unharmed by war, but had reached 
new, and startling, heights of productivity. 
The dollar stood alone In apparently Im- 
pregnable stability. Politically, the Ideal of 
democracy and international co-operation 
enunciated from Washington seemed em- 
bodied by the governments all around the 
globe that were raised in the wake of the 
defeated conquerors, and In the United Na- 
tions, new-bom In San Francisco, surely 
there were auguries of world hegemony for 
many years to come. 

Yet barely a quarter-century later, the 
United States finds itself impotent In a con- 
flict between two of the largest nations In 
Asia, It Is unable to Impose a settlement in 
the Middle East. It Is the target of folmina- 
tlons from capitals as diverse in size as Havana 
and Moscow, as Algiers and Peking. A complex 
socio-economic crisis at home has raised an 
urgent call for new priorities in national ef- 
fort. And the dollar, long the most consistent 
Index at American power, has definitely been 
relegated to a more modest position among 
the world’s currencies. 

IS this the record of a great opportunity 
missed, as many might contend? Or of power 
abused beyond the practicable limits of 


power, as others argue? Or was the whole 
idea of the American century simply the 
megalomania delusion of men who did not 
recognize the limitations which a vast 
diversity of cultures, Interests and innate 
strengths would Impose upon the ugly Amer- 
ican who sought to mold them in his own 
image? 

None of these conclusions are necessarily 
true. The United States made many mistakes 
in Its years of virtually unchallenged power. 
But It also shaped many institutions and 
moods, durably. The stability and prosperity 
which the vanquished nations of World 
War n possess today owes very, very much 
to American forbearance and active as- 
sistance. The emerging Europe took form 
under American protection and with Amer- 
ican help. American anti-colonialism — power- 
ful and lasting, despite the aberrations which 
marked some actions at the turn of the 
century— provided a climate in which na- 
tions come into being, in Asia and Africa. 
Even the experiments and the questing which 
mark the American's approach to his prob- 
lems at home may well have permanent 
values for other nation* moving Into the 
same technological nexus. 

The American capacity for aejf-eastiga* 
felon is well known. His mistakes loom larger 
on the world scene than those of other 
peoples. Just as his moralizing pan be more 
high-flown, and exasperating: But if his 
nation’s unique position of authority has 
disappeared, if it has become one among 
many. It Is still hugely Important In the 
world, both for what it has accomplished, 
and what It will yet achieve. 


NATO Europe: Area of Peace 


The turbulent quarter-century since World 
War n has brought armed conflict to many 
areas of the globe — South Asia, the Middle 
East, Africa and, most recently, to the Indian 
subcontinent. But Western Europe, the one 
region that earlier, twice In a generation, 
had plunged the whole world into war and 
is still today the most vital stake to the 
rivalry of the superpowers, has re m ained 
throughout this period an area of peace. 

It is a precarious peace, with the most 
powerful military forces mankind has ever 
assembled facing each other along a 500- 
mlle front from the Baltic to the Alps. Yet 
that armed truce has survived repeated 
crises, and surely an important reason is 
that the military balance has deterred 
adventure and enforced stability. But main- 
taining that costly balance during a period 
of emerging detente— with, negotiation of 
mutual force reductions likely to be a slow 
process — imposes far greater political strains 
in the West than the East. 

The good news from the annual ministerial 
meeting of the North Atlantic Alliance In 
Brussels was that those strains, magnified 
since summer by Washington's go-it-alone 
policies In diplomacy and economics, finally 
are being managed, if not mastered. The 
Nixon administration assured the NATO 
allies that its projected budget for the year 
ending June, 1973, would not reduce the 
313,000 American troops in Europe. And the 
Europeans moved to increase their defense 
contributions to appease congressional senti- 
ment for American troop cutbacks. 

British Defense Minister Lord Carrington 
pointed out that the European allies already 
provide 80 percent of NATO’s armed forces. 


The Europeans spend $24 billion a year (M 
their defense. The American forces in Eu- 
rope and in the United States committed to 
NATO defense cost $14 bCllon, half of which 
Is In personnel costs at pay levels many 
times higher than Europeans receive. 

It Should be possible to reduce both sums 
when Moscow opens talks on mutual force 
reductions— a step delayed since ‘ mid- 
November, possibly by difficulties within the 
Soviet leadership. But ' there would be less 
Incentive for Moscow to make reciprocal 
reductions if the West made unilateral 
reductions or weakened Its strength and 
unity In other ways. 

Secretary of State Rogers has within recent 
days restated "America’s support for [Eu- 
rope's] unity* and Atlantic “partnership.'’ 
But that followed four months of unilateral 
action and pressure on the monetary and 
trade fronts by Secretary Connally based on 
explicit questioning of the further usefulness 
to the United States of European union 
and its enlargement to Britain and other 
countries. 

President Nixon's speedy action in lifting 
the import surcharge, on the heels of a com- 
promise solution, to the world monetary 
crisis, suggests that the traditional Amer- 
ican philosophy restated by Secretary 
Rogers again is being applied— not Just re- 
ceiving lip-service. The promise this gives 
of renewed economic stability in the West, 
is Itself of capital Importance. But apart 
from the economic gain, the closing of ranks 
In the West Is the essential prerequisite for 
further movement toward an East-West set- • 
tlement.

Washington Monetary Decisions 


President Nixon had a good reason to label 
the Washington monetary decisions as a 
historic event. But In order for it to have 
lasting value and to serve as the basis for a 
sensible further development of the inter- 
national monetary order, It Is essential to 
avoid the usual mistake of passively letting 
matters drift from now until the next crisis. 
There Is need for more Insight on all sides 
that the present problems of monetary policy 
cannot ultimately be resolved by even the 
most cleverly conceived International mea- 
sures, as long as there is not willingness on 
the part of each individual nation to create 
within its own borders the kind of reasonable 
economic policies that can lay the founda- 
tions for future monetary stability.

The 
Indian victory may be a poisonous victory.

Pompidou I: Golden Boy

'DARIS.— When President Pom- 
pidou returned from the 
Azores meeting with his Ameri- 
can analogue, he was convinced 
the daji|p »r of serious depression 
had been ended by his agreement 
with President Nixon under 
which the United States under- 
took to devalue the dollar. 

Currency realignment is a 
major step but, for the hard- 
headed French chief of state, 
only a first one. The possibility 
of trade conflicts cannot yet be 
excluded. The Common Market 
must now examine the Azores 
accord and the resulting mbs-

Ten. Frictions and political ri- 
valries may yet develop. 

Pompidou Clearly regards his 
understanding with Nixon as a 
provisional if major move for- 
ward. Both he and Nixon saw 
tbe need for swift action but they 
did not go much further to their 
meetings at the presidential level 
than to prepare far last week- 
end's historic monetary agree- 
ments. Discussions among their 
advisers couldn’t resolve other 
vital and complex problems and 
tbe Presidents didn't attempt to 
—any more than Heath and 
Nixon can.

Role of Gold? 


There was no Azores decision 
on the role of reserve currencies 
and the realignment decision 
doesn’t cover this. What will be 
the role or gold, Pompidou 
wonders? Win the dollar still 
be considered a reserve currency? 
And If not, what will be? How 
will international liquidity be 
controlled? 

Nixon was not ready with an- 
swers. Monetary problems are 
less his specialty than Pompi- 
dou’s, a former banker. But, ex- 
pert on such matters, Pompidou 
never forgets that ‘'experts" often 
end as victims. 

One thing that struck him was 
that Nixon didn’t talk about de- 
valuing tbe dollar but about re- 
valuing gold. This Indicates a 
fundamental change of attitude. 
Tbe Fifth French Republic has 

always ardently favored gold as 
an international money base and 
has sought for years to have Its 
dollar value increased but hither- 
to the United States has strongly 
objected. 

Although there has been a 
profound shift to U.S. policy, 
Pompidou is too realistic to think 
the world can go back to the gold 
standard as such. Yet the role 
of gold in any ultimate arrange- 
ment has became more impor- 
tant. Paris still believes this Is 
the only way to avoid Inflation 
while preventing domination of 
world trade by any single power. 

Pompidou is pleased that the 
dollar-franc relationship achiev- 
ed by the Azores meeting saw tbe 
dollar devalued with the franc 
remaining steady. Although this 
may be the same thing com- 
mercially, it Is not the same thing 
in any monetary sense. Nor does 
the French president regard the 
results of Ids Nixon conversation 
as a "diplomatic victory." For 
him, good diplomacy doesn't end 
up in victory but in a tie. 

France feels that it led the 
United States to reconsider its 
policy, and to this respect the 
Azores agreement constituted a 
French success. But it was never 
Pompidou's intention to take 
Nixon for a ride (le rouler dans 
la farine).

distance from Kings Bay to -the 
North Pole is 690 miles and his 
flight to the Pole took 8 hours 
31 mhmtes 49 seconds. 

En route to the pale, because 
of adverse winds Byrd averaged 
74 mph ground speed. Thus at 
74 mph times 8 h 21 m 49 s, 
he adequately covered the dis- 
tance of 600 miles. Arriving at 
the pole at 0903 GCT, he then 
maneuvered the plane in order 
to observe the terrain and to take 
various additional sun hnes with 
the sextant to assure his position. 

He departed the pole at Q91fr, 
12 minutes later, for Kings Bay. 
Returning, with helping winds, he 
soon averaged just over 100 mph 
ground speed, arriving at base 
via Grey Hook and Amsterdam 
Island. Average round trip ground 
speed of 87 mph times 15 hours 
30 minutes flight time equals 
1,348 miles covered overall. 

Byrd submitted all navigational 
charts and records to the National 
Geographic Society through the 
secretary of the Navy. The papero 
were then referred to a special 
committee of the society consist- 
ing of its president. Dr. Gilbert 
Grosvenor; the ebahwan of its 
research committee, Dr. Frederick 
Covflle. and CoL E. Lester Jones, 
a member of the board of trus- 
tees who was then director 
of the United States Coast and 
Geodetic Survey. 

This committee appointed a 
subcommittee of expert mathe- 
maticians and calculators. The 
final report confirmed that Byrd 
had reached the North. Foie at 
0903 GCT May 9, 1936. 

History so often adds a sorry 
footnote to the exploits of great 
men. The sad spectacle of lesser 
men tearing anew at the old 
bones of a long-dead story, hoping 
to tear one last shred of glory or 
recognition for themselves is oft 
repeated. Nothing, however, can 
dim the superb and quiet cour- 
age of Richard E. Byrd, admiral, 
explorer, lone sojourner of An- 
tarctic nights, gentleman and 
scholar, who held always to the 
truth, -for he knew no other way.

Bargaining Position 

The charges and counter- 
charges by Western and Soviet 
bloc military commentators are 
seen in some diplomatic quarters 
as preparation for eventual bar- 
gaining over the reduction of the 
forces of the two opposing al- 
liance systems in Europe. 

But American strategists have 
also been concerned by tbe dif- 
ficulties encountered by Ameri- 
can naval vessels making port 
calls in the eastern Mediter- 
ranean, where the Soviet Navy 
Is increasingly at home. 

In part, Mr. Laird’s proposal

U.S. Backs Protest 
On UN Ouster 
Of Taiwan Press 

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y, Dec. 

21 CNYT) .—A UJS. mission spokes- 
man said yesterday that, the 
American government “fully sup- 
ports" protests made by Ameri- 
can and foreign Journalists over 
the ouster Friday of two Chinese 
Nationalist correspondents here. 
The correspondents were stripped 
of their accreditation on demand 
of the Communist Chinese delega- 
tion. 

John Foster, a spokesman for 
the UJS. mission, said the mission 
has asked the chief counsel of 
the United Nations, Constantin 
Stavropoulos, of Greece, to ex- 
plain the legal basis far the ac- 
tion. 

The Chinese demanded the ac- 
tion on the ground that the agen- 
cy is owned and operated by the 
Taiwan government, which was 
expelled from the United Nations, 
and that Nationalist personnel 
must, therefore, be expelled along 
with the Taiwan delegation. 

While UN sources said there is 
no basis for withdrawing the ban, 
they also said the same correspon- 
dents working for privately own- 
ed publications would have a good 
case for reaccreditation.

But the ceremony 
was pervaded by the spirit of 
creative freedom which he had 
championed and which was left 
unmentioned in official eulogies. 

Alexander I. Solzhenitsyn, tbe 
Nobel Prize-winning novelist 
whom Mr. Tvardovsky had 
launched on his famous career 
and who has since been officially 
ostracized, emerged from seclu- 


sion for the first tone in several 
years to take a prominent role 
In the heavily guarded funeral at 
Moscow's Novodevichye Cemetery. 

In the bright, clear, cold winter 
afternoon, the 53-year-old novel- 
ist stood bearded and bareheaded 
at the side of Mr. Tvardosvky's 
widow among about 350 mourners. 

When the eulogies finished, he 
mode the sign of the cross over 
the corpse and kissed it, in Rus- 
sian tradition, before the coffin 
was closed and taken In proces- 
sion to a grave at the rear of 
the cemetery, about thirty yards 
from the grave of former Premier 
Nikita S. Khrushchev.

Roy O. Disney, Co-Founder 
With Brother of Film Studio

carried on the entertainment 
empire of Walt .Disney Produc-. 
Horn ^ after the .death of 
brother wilt, died last night. 

Mr. Disney, chairman of tbe 
board and chief executive officer 
of toe firm, died at St. Joseph’s 
Hospital Medical Center after 
suffering & cerebral hemorrhage, 
a hospital spokesman said. 

Walt and Roy Disney founded 
a small animation studio in 1822 
after pooling $250 in savings and 
borrowing $540. 

Throughout the following years 
Roy assumed full responsibility 
for the business end of produc- 
tion as the studio grew Into a 
worldwide corporation headquar- 
tered in Burbank. Walt Disney 
died in 1868, and the leadership 
of the studio fell to Roy Disney 
and two other old Dis ney officers. 

Mr. Disney is survived by his 
wife and a son. Roy Edward, who 
is a producer at Disney and 
serves an the corporation’s board 
of directors. 




Rabbi James CL Heller

editor of the liberal monthly ma- 
gazine Novy Mir, who reportedly 
took the lead in persuading Pre- 
mier Khrushchev to let Novy Mir 
publish Mr. Solzhenitsyn’s power- 
ful condemnation of Stalin’s pri- 
son camps, “One Day In the Life 
of Ivan Denisovich.” 

After Mr. Khrushchev’s over- 
throw In 1964 and after trying 
vainly to publish more of Mr 
Solzhenitsyn's anti - Stanlinlst 
works, among other liberal writ- 
ings, Mr. Tvardovsky came under 
sharp fire from ideological con- 
servatives and was pressured into 
resigning h i s editorship in 
February, 1970. 

He was an Important enough 
figure to retain his position on 
the board of the writers’ union 
and respected enough by the Sov- 
iet establishment to have been 
honored only last month with 
tbe Order of Lenin for his popu- 
lar poetry. But he was not active 
in the months prior to his death 
early last Saturday from a 
stroke. He was 61. 

His funeral today brought to- 
gether the two conflicting worlds 
which have sought to claim him 
— the protectors of Soviet ortho- 
doxy and such controversial and - 
liberal figures as Mr. Solzhenit- 
syn. poet Andrei Voznesensky, 
author Viktor Nekrasov and biol- 
ogist Zhores Medvedev. 

At one point today, Mr. Sol- 
zhenitsyn stood only a few feet 
from Sergei B. Mflchallkov. a 
poet and writers’ union official 
who took a lead in November, 
1969, in Insisting that the famous 
novelist be expelled from the 
writers’ union as a deserter to 
the Communist cause. 

Role of Champion 

At the cemetery, a number of 
young people seemed disappoint- 
ed that the official eulogies there 
dwelt only on Mr. Tvardovskys 
earlier poetry and his member- 
ship in the Communist party — 
calling him a “good Leninist”— 
but ignored his role as a cham- 
pion of liberal writing in the 
era after Stalin died. 

The eulogies were delivered by 
leaders of the Soviet Writers 
Union, the highest ranking offi- 
cials to participate in the services 
for Mr. Tvardovsky. 

During an earlier ceremony at 
the Soviet writers' club, partici- 
pants said, one young woman of 
about 30 shouted out a protest 
after the formal eulogies. “Why 
don't we recall that he was our 
civil conscience?" she was quoted 
as saying. “Why don’t we 
remember that he was forced 
out of bis job, that his last poem 
has not been published here and 
that his mouth was closed be- 
fore he closed it- himself?” 

She was alluding to an 
unpublished poem written late in 
life in which Mr. Tvardovsky 
reversed his views toward the 
forced collectivization of Soviet 
agriculture. In 1936, he won a 
Stalin Prize for his poem “The 
Land of Muzavia.*' which prais- 
ed Stalin’s collectivization despite 
noting- same defects. But In the 
later poem, written about his 
own father who was reportedly 
liquidated during collectivization 
as a kulak, or petty landowner, 
he took the apposite view. 

Mild Sensation 

Throughout the funeral, pro- 
ponents of the two halves of Mr. 
Tvardovsky’s life sparred by their 
words and their presence. The 
appearance of Mr. Solzhenitsyn 
at a public ceremony for tbe first 
time since the overthrow of Pre- 
mier Khrushchev created a mild 
sensation among the younger 
mourners who crowded close to 
see him. Despite a recent Ill- 
ness, he looked well. 

In the controlled Soviet press, 
only the briefest biographical 
mention was made of his editor- 
ship at Novy M3r and today, only- 
one eulogist praised his “work* 
there and his having “tried to 
do something for our literature.” 
This was Konstantin Simonov, 
the novelist, who was editor of 
Novy Mir from 1954-57 and was 
forced out after a controversy 
over his having published Vla- 
dimir D. Didin tsev’S novel, "Not 
by Bread Alone,” | 


MADRID, Dec. 21 (Reuters).— 
At a time of growing conflict be- 
tween church and state in Spain, 
a high government official 
delivered . a strong attack against 
Roman Catholic priests who con- 
cern themselves with politics. 

Speaking in the northern city 
of Leon, Justice Ministry Under 
Secretary Alfredo Lopez said: 
"The of the church is not 

political, economic or social, but 
religious.” 

Mr. Lopez spoke on Saturday 
night bat his speech was not 
published here until today. It 
came shortly after an oblique at- 
tack on the Franco government 
by the National Commission on 
Justice and Peace, a subcommit- 
tee of the Spanish Conference of 
Bishops. 

Tbe commission’s document 
lamented “certain recent hap- 
penings” in Spain, including what 
it called acts- of repression, re- 
newed divisions between victors 
and vanquished of the Civil War 
and the provocation of attitudes 
opposed to constructive dialogue 
and understanding. 

It was regarded here as one of 
the strongest church attacks yet 
made on the 32-year-old Franco 
government. The document did not 
specify names but was harshly 
critical of 4 tho3e people who do 
not believe sufficiently in justice 
as an effective means of achiev- 
ing peace.” 

Mr. Lopez told his Leon au- 
dience that the current wave of 
political dissent within th» church 
could be attributed to a “new 
clerical mentality” which derives 
from the Marxist view of life 
and “old heresies reborn.” 

The result, he said, was “to 
reduce human progress exclusive- 
ly to social progress, to see the 
kingdom of God as the realiza- 
tion of this social progress, and 
to regard Jesus Christ as a pre- 
cursor of modem social battles, 
a hero who came to twaJca violent 
changes in socio-political struc- 
tures." 

For those who subscribed to 
this thinking, Mr. Lopea went on, 
“God Is reduced to the personifi- 
cation of future justice. There 
is no sin, or if so, only one, social

208-Year-Old State Lottery 
Raises Hopes, Money in Spain 


MADRID, Dec. 21 lUPD.— 
King Carlos m started it 208 
years ago. and It still fires the 
imagination of Spaniards every 
December — the Spanish state 
Christmas lottery. 

It is the richest lottery in the 
world, and it will turn 14 ticket 
holders into millionaires, even in 
terms of dollars. 

Total prize money is 5.634 ba- 
llon pesetas ($81.2 million). The 
tickets, bearing the picture of a 
bullfight, are issued in 14 series, 
each of which carries a top prize 
of 75 million pesetas ($1.07 mil- 
lion). 

On Dec. 22, when Spanish radio 
stations broadcast the drawing of 
the Loteria Naclhnal de Navldad, 
life practically stops in the na- 
tlon. 

Millions of Spaniards will 
crowd around radio sets In facto- 
ries, offices and bars to hear the 
San Hdefanso Orphanage choir 
sing out the winning numbers. 
As they have for more than 100 
years, the orphans announce 
them to the tune of a monotonous 
Gregorian chant— but for the 
holders of the 141,386 winning 
tickets there is no sweeter music 
The draw goes on for hours 
and hours. An orphan boy keeps 
pushing a lever and numbered 
balls pop out of a huge wire 
cage to compose winning num- 
bers. 

Excitement Mounts 
Excitement mounts all over 
Spain as the draw finally gets 
to the top prizes. 

*Twenfy-elght thousand three 
hundred and fifty-five, ” a boy 
sings out In bis little high-pitch- 
ed voice announcing toe number 
of toe winning ticket. 

“Seventy-five million pesetas,” 
answers another voice. 

The third part of the chant 
might be: “All of it tar free." 

Ever since Carlo s HE instituted 
the lottery in 1768 as an ad- 
ditional means of revenue for 
the monarchy, the Spanish gov- 
ernment has reaped millions 
from it. This year, the govern- 
ment’s take will amount to 2.436 
ballon pesetas- ($34-8 million), 
less an estimated 10 percent in 
overhead and sellers’ commis- 
sions.

the lottery good business. Not 
only does it offer some of 
legalized gambling’s biggest pay- 
offs, it also offers excellent odds, 
with 70 percent of the gross 
take going back into winnings. 

One problem is the price of the 
tickets. 10,000 pesetas i$143) each. 
Even though most Spanish em- 
ployers pay a Christmas bonus, 
the cost of a full ticket is too 
high for most Spaniards. Most 
people buy a one-tenth share of 
a ticket or join one of the many 
Informal lottery associations, 
mostly formed of neighbors or 
work colleagues who jointly pur- 
chase tickets and share wi nnin gs. 

Lottery tickets are usually sold 
out days before the drawing, 
Spaniards appear to have an un- 
shakable trust In the institution, 
which has never been tainted by 
scandal, although hardly a year 
passes without attempts at forg- . 
ing tickets or changing numbers 
to winning ones. 

But tbe tickets are printed an 
watermarked paper and controlled 
as carefully as banknotes, a nec- 
essary precaution considering the 
amounts of money involved end 
the mode of payment on winning 
numbers: cash, and no questions 
asked. 

Apartment House 
Blast Near Paris 
Kills 6, Hurts 45 

PARIS, Dec. 21 CUPD.— An ex- 
plosion starting near the ground 
floor ripped upward through a 13- 
story circular apartment building 
in suburban Argenteuil today, de- 
stroying several floors and blast- 
ing residents out the windows. 

Five hours after the early after- 
noon blast, the prefect of the 
Val d’Oise department, in which 
Argenteuil is located, said the 
death toll was six, with 45 Injured. 
An earlier death toll of 18 with 
106 injured bad been announced 
by aides of the prefect. 

‘It was apocalyptic,” said a fire 
brigade official. He said bodies 
hurtled through the windows 
at various levels amid glass, 
furniture, mattresses and Christ- 
mas decorations when the explo- 
sion took place.

L ONDON (IBT).— 1 Xbe extremes 
of T?ng»ah visual imagination 
are to be seen In two exhibitions 
at the Tate Gallery, through 
Jan. 30, 1973. The first Is a major 
compilation of works (232) by 
William Hogarth, frequently 
termed "the father of English 
painting." In truth he was less 
the father of English painting 
t.han ft passionate patriot, seek- 
ing to defend the English product 
against the foreigner (his most 
successful and bestknown prede- 
cessors in English art — Holbein. 
Van Dyck. Lely, Kneller— were . 
foreign-bom to a man). The 
other is the first exhibition ever 
of William Blake's illustrations to 
the poems of Thomas Gray.

William Hogarth, was London- 
born iNov. 10. 1697 k London- 
baptized (at the Church of St. 
Bartholomew the Great): Lon-

He opened an en- 
graver's studio on April 23, 1720, 
at his mother's house In Long 
Lane.

He was sergeant- 
painter to the king. No one 
could have been more buH-dog- 
gedly English. Small wonder, 
then, that he was xenophobic al- 
most to madness, on attitude 
confirmed when he was arrested, 
on his second and last journey 
outside Britain, while sketching 
the English Gate at Calais, an 
incident recalled in the aptly 
named “Roast Beef of Old Eng- 
land” (No. 136 in the Tate ex- 
hibition). 


Technically, Hogarth the paint- 
er, as distinct from the engraver, 
was at his very best little more 
than adequate; and at his 
worst, abysmally bad. But this 
Is of little consequence when one 
considers the range and impor- 
tance of his ideas. It was a fail- 
ing, in any event, of which he 
himself was well aware— “When 
a subject is trifling or dull, the 
execution must be excellent or the 
picture is nothing. If a subject 
is good, providing such material 
parts are taken care of as may 
perfectly convey the sense, the 
action and the passion may be 
more truly and distinctly con- 
veyed by a coarse bold stroke 
than the most delicate finish- 
ing.” 

How splendid in concept are 
Hogarth’s coarse, bold strokes, as 
he portrays “The Beggars’ Opera” 
(some borrowed for this occasion 
from the queen, others from the 
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Tate Gallery itself), “The Harlot's 
Progress,” “The Bake’s Progress” 
(the paintings loaned by the Sir 
John Soane's Museum, London; 
the etchings combined from the 
British Museum and the Lewis 
Walpole Library, Farmington, 
Conn.), “Marriage A la Mode ” 
“Industry and Idleness" and the 
bitter, sardonic “Pour Stages of 
Cruelty" Were he alive at the 
present time, without doubt' 
Hogarth would be one of the 
greatest film directors of the age. 
All the work gathered here, 
which we are unlikely ever again 
to be able to see at one time 
and in nr»» place, shows Hogarth 
as one who, in the last analysis, 
“was so profane as to admire 
Nature beyond Pictures." 

The poet Thomas Gray must 
be known to wellnlgh every liter- 
ate WngHubman by hifi “Elegy 
Written in a Country Church- 
yard"; to every catlover by his 
“Ode on the Death of a Favourite 
Cat” and to all Etonians by his 
“Ode on a Distant Prospect of 
Eton College.” William Blake was 
from his earliest years a great 
reader of English poetry and in 
particular, in the mid-lTSOs. was 
commissioned by the bookseller- 
publisher Richard Edwards to 
make watercolor designs for Ed- 
ward Young’s “Night Thoughts.” 

These caught the eye of Ann 
Flaxman, wife of the sculptor 
John, a friend of Blake's who 
commissioned, the artist to il- 
lustrate the poems of Gray for 
his wife’s library. This was the 
origin of the 116 wa tercel ors 
which Blake made on folio 
sheets, mounting the printed, 
page of the 1790 edition at Gray 
in a window cut in the center, 
so that the drawings are on 
both rides of the paper (for this 
reason the exhibition consists of 
half originals and half fac- 
similes). 

The finished work then passed 
into Mrs. Flaxm&n's library, and 
after her death in 1820, into the 
possession of her husband. After 
his death it was sold at Christie's 
to a dealer, who in his turn sold 
it to the author and connoisseur 
William Beckford. By the mar- 
riage of his younger daughter 
Susan to the Duke of Hamilton, 
It went into the collection at 
TTannatnn Palace. It remained in 
the possession of successive dukes 
of Rflmiitnn mi mi February, 1066, 
when It was bought by Paul Mel- 
lon, who allowed the Trianon 
Press to print a facsimile edition 
for ihe Blake Truri. and gave 
permission for the originals to be 
shown first at the Tate Gallery,

W.C. Fields; 
A total aplomb 
amid chaos. 




Fieldsians , 
Fieldsiana

(Tvm —a generation has now passed since the day, 

at this festive season, when he waddled off the world stage, 
perhaps never to return. The qualifier lain deference to those 
of W.C. Field’s admirers, many of them young, who have deified 
him— to those who have Installed him in a motley pantheon 
that includes people as varied as Che Guevara, Her mann Hesse, 
Humphrey Bogart and Jlmi H endrix . 

What would the great man himself he likely to say about 
all this? Something more pungent than- “Balderdash r presum- 
ably. And furthermore that, even in a motley pantheon, he 
ought to get top billing. 

There may be peope around who have never seen Fields 
at all; I envy them the pleasure that awaits them. The 
British, for example, apparently discovered him only a couple 
of years ago. Their reaction, as one critic put it, was to Tall 
about” In merriment. 

The French have known about Fields for a long time. But 
if he and Jerry Lewis were playing at adjacent theaters, guess 
who would pack th-f w in? At a recent Paris showing of the 
silent film that Fields did for Griffith, “Sally of the Sawdust,” 
there was no Une outside at all; the house was half empty. 

“Sally” was one I had never seen before. It's no master- 
piece, but certainly worth seeing. Mainly, I think, you miss 
his voice. This is a much younger Reids, of course. But most 
of the basic characterization was already formed. (Though the 
celebrated nose was not yet in full bloom.) Above everything 
else the total aplomb, even— or especially— amid chans. The 
mildewed elegance, the splay-footed walk, the perennial dif- 
ficulty with his stovepipe bat— trying to get it on his head 
again Instead of atop the walking stick held upright behind 
his back. 

Every Fieldsian has his favorite patches of dialogue and 
action. sequences. One of mm^ occurs in (I think) *The w»nic 
Dick.” He enters the living room very quietly and, an anxious 
eye on his dragon-Uke mother-in-law, approaches, the staircase. 
But because his head is turned away, he misses the stair proper

Slump Seen 
In Germany 
Next Year 

DUSSELDORF, West Germany. 
Dec. 21 < AP-DJ). — The slowdown 
of the West German economy is 
continuing and will reach pro- 
portions next year likely to ex- 
ceed the recession of 1966-1967, 
according to an analysis by 
Deutsche Bank AG, its chairman. 
Pranz-Heinrlch Ulrich, reported 
today. 

He said the monetary decisions 
taken by the Group of Ten In 
Washington “cannot be seen as 
a new start or a new phase" for 
West Germany's economy. 

Speaking at a press conference, 
Mr. Ulrich stressed that Deutsche 
Bank's board is convinced that 
continued production declines 
and further cost rises will nega- 
tively influence corporate earn- 
ings “in a way unparalleled since 
1950" 

Economic indicators available 
to Deutsche Bank and wen tested 
over the last 10 years show that 
the economic slowdown, win reach 
the bottom in the second half 
of 1972. First Indications of a 
recovery may become apparent 
early In 1973, Mr. Ulrich said. 

Mr. Ulrich said he was irritated 
by some ‘'euphoric” statements by 
West German officials, bankers 
and industry representatives 
hailing the Washington agree- 
ment an realigning currencies. 

A final assessment of the new 
situation could only be made, he 
said, once the bade talks be- 
tween the United States and the 
Common Market have been 
brought to a successful conclu- 
sion. 

He appealed to the govern- 
ment and the Bundesbank to 
relax their fiscal and credit 
policies. 

In a related development, well 
informed sources said that a cut 
in the Bundesbank's discount rate 
and a reduction in minimum 
reserves requirements "is seen 
highly likely to result from to- 
morrow's central bank council 
meeting. 

The sources were non-com- 
mittal as to the extent of the 
cuts.

LONDON, Dec. 21 (AP-DJ) <—

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21 (WP>. 
— The top management of the 
Penn Central spent most of their 
timp worrying about diversifica- 
tion in 1968 and 1969 while the 
dally operations of the railroad 
’deteriorated sharply, driving 
away shippers and causing the 
huge losses that resulted in bank- 
ruptcy last year. 

That is the picture that emerges 
from 1,760 pages of detailed study 
released yesterday by the staff 
of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. 

The documents constitute the 
first detailed examination of the 
daily operations of the railroad, 
which is now in “reorganization'' 
under the bankruptcy courts. 
Previous investigations by the ICC 
staff, the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission, and the staff 
of the House Banking and Cur- 
rency Committee have concen- 
trated on the financial aspects 
of the Penn Central debacle. 

According to the ICC stall, 
symptoms of the deterioration 
included poor de ci sio n s on the 
routing the use of freight 
yards; labor costs far outstrip- 
ping the Industry average; and 
total confusion in the railroad’s 
Miuwg department. 

While this was occurring, a 
large part of the Penn Central’s 
top management was focusing its 
attention an possible acquisitions 
that the railroad might make. 

“Certain key officers devoted 
only 25 percent of their t im e to 
the duties and responsibilities of 
the railroad,” a report by George 
Deller of the ICC* bureau of 
enforcement says. 

In 1968, David Bevan, Penn 
Central’s top financial officer, and 
Stuart Saunders, the chairman, 
discussed the possibility of acquir- 
ing a number of major companies 
— Kayser-Roth, a textile firm. RJ. 
Reynolds Tobacco Co., and Tex- 
tron, another textile firm, accord- 
ing to the report. 

The net result of the Penn 
Central's accumulating problems 
was a sharp loss of revenue, as 
shippers moved their freight to 
other railroads and tracks. In 
1968 the Penn Central carried 133 
percent of the nation’s total rail- 
road freight— a proportion that 
dropped to 123 percent in 1970. 
(It h** now recovered slightly 
to 13.1 percents 
Although the railroad's opera- 
tions are concentrated in the 
Northeast— an area where the 
decline of heavy Industry has 
caused meat railroads serious 
troubles- the Penn Central fared 
poorly even by comparison to 
other Eastern carders. 

From 1966 to 1967 all Eastern

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21 (WP>. 
—The Supreme Court yesterday 
let stand a ruling that Texas 
Gulf Sulphur Co. and its key 
officials are strictly accountable 
and heavily liable for trading In 
company stock while failing to 
disclose information known only 
to corporate “insiders." 

Although the court's refusal to 
hear a case does not necessarily 
signify approval of a lower court’s 
action, its denial of review was 
taken as a green light far the 
Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion to enforce its own insider 
rules and an indication to corpo- 
rate officials that they must be 
extremely circumspect tn han- 
dling company secrets com- 
pany stock. 

The SEC, winner of sweeping 
Judgments and stilt restitution 
orders In the lower courts, con- 
ceded that “important questions" 
were involved— ordinarily a major 
element In the Supreme Court's 
decision to undertake fun review. 

But the SEC, supported by 
Solicitor General Erwin N. Gris- 
wold, said the major decisions 
of the Second US. Circuit Court 
of Appeals based in Manhattan 
were correct and "follow logically 
from the development of the 
federal securities laws in this 
area."

The Minimum and Maximum Men

TVJEW YORK ' NYTj.— Minimum Man and 

’ Maximum Man appeared before the 
American Psyolioanalytic Association 
meeting bore this weekend, introduced by 
Abraham Zaleznik. Cahaers-Rsbb professor 
of social psychology management at the 
Harvard Business School. 

Just before co-che.irIng a seminar entitl- 
ed "Fsychodynamic Problems in Organisa- 
tion,” Prof. Zale znik explained liis extreme 
examples. ‘‘Minimum Man seeks con- 
sensus. he is the bland bureaucrat, the 
coalition man. the one who realiz?s that 
in bureaucratic contests the least con- 
tentious win. Presidents Nixon and John- 
son and Eisenhower are classic examples. 

“Ma ximum Man holds strongly to prin- 
ciples. finds bureaucracy anathema, knows 
the keenness of joy and sorrow. De Gaulle 
is an example.*' 

‘‘“Americans are pre-eroinsnlly consensus 
people." said the professor. "Peer groups 
are fashionable, with much, less emphasis 
on fantasy. In American business one 
would be hard put to find anything but 
coslitionel types. 

“The old entrepreneurs were a different 
cut. but even they, when the corporations 
reached a certain scale, had to borrow 
the minimum style and give up innova- 
tion.” 

Originally, noted Prof. Zaleznik, a leader 
was seen as a narcissistic personality who . 
loved no one except himself and was 
therefore free to please only himself. 


Taken to its limi ts this was megalomania; 
short of megalomania— charisma. 

“The Minimum Man , however, surrenders 
himself not to a mirror but to the world, 
.with a feeling of ■ self-esteem because he 
feels he is earning approval by working for 
others.” the professor said. "Nixo is an 
illustration.. In the ’60s he went around 
the country giving speeches— How much 
chicken a Li king can a man absorb? — 
because he felt the party needed him. 
At the extremes, narcissism as a masked 
form of inadequacy and selflessness as a 
masked form of egoism both reflect 
persona! neuroses.” 

Prof. Zaleznik was teaching industrial 
psychology at the business school when, 
at age 36. in. I960, his feelings of inadequa- 
cy made him begin training in psycho- 
analysts. 

From the vantage point of both his 
disciplines, he dismissed the notion of 
loneliness, of command: “When you’re a 
Mi nimum Man you’re hyperactive— you're 
constantly seeing and phoning people. 
And when you’re not concerned with con- 
sensus you carry an internalized sense 
of audience. De Gaulle, for example, had 
within him an idealized sense of France 
as his audience.” 

What could appear to others as un- 
divided gall might be understood in 
analytic terms, and Prof. Zaleznik sought 
explanations in childhood development of 
Minimum and Maximum Man. 

“I look for relationship with peer or. 
sibling, where the issue is turning away 
from aggressive impulses because they're 


feared.” he said. “An example Is the so- 
called normal personality, which looks 
terribly useful to society. Externally he 
is like a human - radar scanning the en- 
vironment and making repeated adjust- 
ments. The question is at what cost' to 
the achievement of something worthwhile: 

“In 99 out of 100 cases consensus may 
prove a satisfactory goal, but when the- 
best move is to fight it out. his search 
for consensus can lead to immobilization.” 


He has been serins middle-class adults 
who exhibited persona! beliefs strongly 
held. complain of minimal self-esteem. 
Many had been very successful in school 
and then dropped out— succumbing to a 
feeling of detachment; people aren’t real, 
work isn't real. 


“Dropping out is one symptom version 
of the highly adaptive consensus person.” 
said Mr. Zaleznik. “The critical variable 
distinguishing between the dropout and 
the consensus man is what happens to 
anger and aggression. The dropout cant 
channel the aggression and anger, and the 
Minimum Man attaches himself to the 
needs -of others as a good way of con- 
trolling aggression. 

“The dropout and the Minimum Man 
are not all that different. But they’re 
both very different from the entrepreneu- 
rial. artistically gifted, innovative, creative 
types who find bureaucratic structures 
anathema. It's not accidental that we’ve 
had turbulence at universities— the prime 
meeting ground for innovative and bureau- 
cratic people.”

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The Unchaste Tenant and the N.Y. Landlord 




■jyEW YORK. Dec. 21 (NYT).— 
TZie chastity of a tenant is 
not essential to the preservation 
of her lease with the landlord, a 
civil court judge has ruled In a 
decision made public yesterday. 

In what legal observers believe 
to be the first court test of its 
kind In New York State. Judge 
Irving Younger rejected a peti- 
tion by the owner of a Manhattan 


apartment building to evict one 
of his tenants, an unmarried 
woman in her early 20s. on the 
ground that “she used the pre- 
mises for illicit relations.’’ 

The landlord had concluded last 
October that his tenant “had from 
time to time over the preceding 
months engaged in sexual inter- 
course with a certain gentleman,'* 
Judge Younger wrote. When the 
tenant refused to leave her apart- 
ment on request, the landlord 
started eviction proceedings that 


concluded In a civil court hearing. 

“The question for decision.'* 
Judge Younger held, “is whether 
chastity is a requisite to main- 
tenance of the landlord-tenant 
relationship.” 

The judge found that it was 
not. He asserted that the young 
woman's conduct was neither 
illegal, in terms of state law. nor 
immoral, "given the ethical stan- 
dards of the day." 

Judge Younger acknowledged 


that certain state laws affecting 
real estate permit the eviction 
cf tenants using the premises as 
“a bawdy house or horse of as- 
signation for prostitution or for 
other illegal purposes of business. 

But that statute was not ap- 
plicable to the case before him, 
he said, because the tenant “has 
done nothing illegal, for the law 
of New York does not proscribe 
normal sexual Intercourse carried 
out in private between unmarried 
consenting adults."
